My mind went back to a small 
white cottage at Warm Springs 
and a sun-drenched day in April 
almost 20 years ago. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt vas there. It was in the 
desperate depression years, but 
somehow, around him and in the 
presence of his personality, one 
thought ahead, never backward. 


He sat in his wheel chair and 
talked of his great dream of mak- 
ing the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis a weapon 
which would attack the dread 
spectre of polio from all angles. 
It would meet the problem of 
treatment, seeking to discover 
some way to halt the destruction 
of muscle and to retard the pain 
of tensed and stretched tissue. It 
would put more and more men to 
peering into test tubes and to 
watching the behavior of mon- 

eys and mice. It would set men 
to probing into sewage, into con- 
taminated water, into the effects 
of bites by animals... into every 
possible corner of the dark and 
terrible mystery of poliomyelitis, 
which comes like a wolf on the 
fold to strike down children and 
leave them crippled and maimed 
for life, and which almost as fre- 
quently attacks adults and breaks 
them in body and career. 


Dream 


It was a great dream and the 
man who was making it come 
into being was worthy of it. Few 
knew how completely crippled 
Franklin Roosevelt was. Only the 
really tremendous strength of his 
arms and torso enabled him to be 
physically active at all, With that 
great set of muscles, matched by 
a will magnificent and strong, he 
could, with braces set, give the 
appearance of walking. And in- 
deed, with a person to steady 
him, he could move his crutches, 
let one helpless leg swing; move 
again, and allow the other leg to 
swing forward, and actually 
“walk.” (In summer the effort 
used to make the sweat from 
him and when he was done with 
such an appearance his shirt and 
coat were wet with it.) But, he 
gave life to a dream. 


There has been progress. When 
he talked almost nothing was 
known about the disease. Today 
we know a lot. We have learned 
but the state chapters collect ' 
money each year and keep most 
of it so that there is not a case 
anywhere that does not have 
help. And when the state organi- 
zations run out of money, the 
National Foundation steps in and 
assists. 


_. We know the disease is caused 
by a virus. We know many peo- 
ple carry the virus in their bodies 
and never have the disease itself, 
but likely transmit it to others, 
as do typhoid carriers. We know 
that about half of those who have 
it get well; that almost 20 per 
cent are terribly crippled and 
that almost 10 per cent die. We 
can do helpful operations and, 
with hot, wet packs we can pre- 
vent some of the damage from 
muscle spasms.

President Truman re 
again Thursday to disclose 
whether he will be a candidate 
for re-election or whether he 
might leave the presidency 
and seek his old Senate seat 
from Missouri, but he said he 
probably would announce his 
intentions before the deadline 
(April 29) for filing for office 
in his home state. 
He fielded a barrage of political 
questions with high good humor at 
his news conference, and said that 
if he is not a candidate for re- 
election he will not play favorites 
among the great many Democratic 
aspirants who may seek his job. 


NOT ENTHUSIASTIC 

Mr. Truman denied that he had 
played any part in floating what 
a questioner called “trial balloons” 
for Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Iili- 
nois, whom some Democratic pol- 
iticians have described as Mr. Tru- 
man’s favorite candidate if he isn’t 
a candidate for re-election. 
But the President seemed some- 
thing less than enthusiastic about 
the presidential candidacy of Sen- 
ator Kefauver of Tennessee, who 
formally threw his hat in the ring 
Wednesday. 
Mr. Truman described Senator 
Kefauver as a nice fellow and a 
fine senator, and he didn’t quarrel 
with another reporter’s interpreta- 
tion that he seemed to be saying, 
in effect, that Senator Kefauver 
ought to stay in the Senate,

The House state of republic 
committee Thursday recom-

HARRIS REPLIES 

Under questioning by Miss 
Johnnie Hilburn of Augusta, 
president of the Georgia League 
of Women Voters, Harris said 
the Georgia Democratic Party’s 
electors would head the complete 
slate of candidates for state of- 
fices, and prevent the voting of a 
“split ticket.” 

“How will Georgia Democrats 
not wishing to secede be able to 
belong to the National Democratic 
Party,” Miss Hilburn asked. 

To which Harris responded: 

“If anyone in Georgia wants 
to vote for the National Demo- 
cratic Party’s slate of electors, he 
will have to get a 5 per cent pe- 
tition and organize a separate 
party,” Harris declared. “If he 
can find 200 people in 100 differ- 
ent Georgia counties who want 
to vote for Truman or that gang 
of rats, his slate of electors will 
be listed on the Georgia ballot 
separate from the Georgia Dem- 
ocratic Party’s slate and separate 
from the list of Georgia Dem- 
ocratic Party’s nominees for state- 
house offices.”

Senate Kills 
Illegitimate 
Child Bill 


With the ancient Christian cry, 
“Let him who is without sin cast 
the first stone,” the Senate by a 
37-to-7 vote Thursday killed a 
bill which would fine or imprison 
any woman who has an illegiti- 
mate child. 

Sen. Everett Millican of Fulton 
County led opposition to the ad- 
ministration-sponsored bill by call- 
ing it “the damndest piece of legis- 
lation I ever heard of.” Sen. L 
A, Hargreaves Sr. of Pearson de- 
clared the bill would, in effect, 
be publicly~stoning wronged 
women and girls and invited his 
colleagues who were “without sin” 
to cast the stones. 

As introduced by Sen. Guy Con- 
nell of Valdosta, the measure 
would have made it a misdemeanor 
for a woman to bear an illegiti- 
mate child but at the last minute 
Connell amended the bill to in- 
clude the father. He said it was 
aimed at reducing the welfare rolls 
and added, “I don’t know whether 
this bill would do any good or 
not but we should do anything 
we can.” 

Millican said he was willing to 
“go along with anything about 
the father of an illegitimate ehild” 
but he denounced the préposal 
as a measure which would force 
a woman to have an abortion, 
which is a felony.

ATHENS, Jan. 24—l—A jury 
acquitted Mrs. Kathleen Drewry 
Thursday night of assault charges 
after she testified that she shot 


her college dean ex-husband and 
his new sweetheart because he 
had won back her love and then 
betrayed her. 


The acquittal reversed the 48- 
year-old Mrs. Drewry’s convic- 
tion at her sensational first trial 
in 1950 when she was sentenced 
to from two to four years for the 
shooting of Miss Miriam Thur- 
mond, won the second Mrs. 
Drewry. 


She was tried only for shooting 
the girl. Any further charges of 
shooting Drewry would normally 
be dropped since evidence in the 
two assault cases was the same. 


DEFENDANT JUBILANT 


The Yuletide shooting in 1949 
and the sensational trial that fol- 
lowed rocked this seat of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia where the male 
member in the triangle, journal- 
ism Dean John E, Drewry, is a 
prominent figure. 


Mrs. Drewry, who had won a 
new trial on appeal to the State 
Supreme court, was jubilant but 
dry-eyed as the verdict was re- 
turned. She embraced her 20- 
year-old son, Milton, who stayed 
with his mother when she di- 
ver-ced the dean. 

Dean Drewry, 54, and his youth- 
ful second wife were not present 
to hear the verdict although both 
had testified for the state. The 
dean had denied post-divorce in- 
timacies with Mrs. Kathleen 
Drewry but had admitted visiting 
her at times she mentioned.

France 


Heavy 


At least eight persons were 
killed and a score or more were 
injured during the day as French 
reserves battled their way into two 
widely separated towns, and new 
incidents erupted in the religious 
center of Kairouan and in Tunis 
itself. 

Official sources said Arab eas- 
ualties in the latest clashes were 
“heavy” but neither French nor 
Nationalist sources ventured to 
give exact figures. 

Besieged French militiamen at 
Kelibia, 70 miles east of Tunis, 
called for warplanes and tanks to 
relieve them shortly after noon 
when a mob of Nationalist Arabs 
opened a dynamite attack on the 
French outpost at the extreme tip 
of Cap Bon Peninsula. 


67 KILLED 

At least seven persons were 
killed and a score or more injured 
as other Arab hordes attacked 
French outposts at Kairouan, 80 
miles southeast of here, and rein- 
forced French troopers battled 
Arab guerrillas who had seized 
the military post at Teboulba, 

Four Arabs were killed and nine 
were wounded in the Kairouan 
clash—the second serious flareup 
there in three years. And three 
militamen were killed and “sev- 
eral” were wounded in the fight- 
ing which recaptured Teboulba 
for the French. Arab casualties in 
the latter action had not been re- 
ported. 

The total killed in the eight days 
of continuous and spreading dis- 
orders was placed at more than 
67, and more than 200 had been 
wounded. 


JETS SWOOP DOWN 


Fragmentary reports from 
Kelibia said the Arab attackers 


fled in disorder. when the French. 


air force jets flew low over their 
ranks. It was reported that the 
planes made their passes without 
firing a shot. 

As the extent and intensity of 
the Arab attacks grew, the French 
government Thursday ordered 
militia units transferred here 
from Algeria to reinforce the 10,- 
000 colonial troops presently 
based in Tunisia.

The so-called Capehart Amend- 
ment was an addition to last year’s 
law sponsored by Senator Cape- 
hart (Rep., Ind.), to permit man- 
ufacturers to include higher labor 
and material costs arising between 
the outbreak of hostilities in Korea 
and last July 26, in figuring their 
ceiling prices. 

In accepting the Capehart 
formula for fixing producers’ sell- 
ing prices, the administration 
strategy was described Thursday 
as “fighting a rear-guard action” 
to prevent the cut-off dates in- 
cluded in the Capehart language 
from being extended into the first 
part of this year.

For weeks of stalemate, the 
Allies have insisted on a ban on 
airfield construction and the Reds 
have refused, contending it in- 
fringed on North Korean internal 
affairs. 

Thursday Maj. Gen. Howard M. 
Turner, handling the truce super- 
vision issue, asked the Communists 
‘to express “in simple terms” 
whether they intended to increase 
their military air capabilities dur- 
ing a truce. 

Observers noted that Turner did 
not use the word “airfields” in 
posing his question. It supported a 
belief by some observers the UN 
command might accept an oral 
pledge from the Communists not 
to build up airpower instead of 
demanding a written limitation. 


HSIEH REPLIES 

Chinese Maj. Gen. Msieh Fang 
said the basic reason for opposing 
airfield restrictions was because 
of its “interference” in internal 
affairs. 

This was the same response the 
Reds have given over and over 
to the Allies. The UN command 
radio in Tokyo called this “stall- 
ing” in a Thursday night broadcast 
which said: 

“Either the Reds have no in- 
tention of reaching an armistice 
and are merely killing time until 
their next offensive or they have 
been instructed not to bargain on 
any point.”

The cases entailed “misfeasance 
or malfeasance or both,” touching 
on bribery, perjury and conspiracy, 
according to Keating.

Kefauver’s announcemént probably will 
force the Democratic Party’s top leadership 
to make some quick been Sealy Washington 
reports indicate the White House favors Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson of Illinois for the nomina- 
tion, We are inclined to accept this as true. 
Others maintain that no Southerner can be 
elected president, because of the civil rights 
and other sectional issues. We refuse to 
accept that premise. Southerners are Ameri- 
cans and there is no reason why a Southerner 
of stature should not appeal to all American 
citizens. 

Georgians and many other Southern politi- 
cal leaders favor Sen. Richard B. Russell 
for the nomination. He is a great Ameri- 
can and is fully capable of being President. 
His fight on civil rights and other legislation 
aimed at the South, however, would make it 
difficult for him to win the nomination. Ke- 
fauver, who has taken a more moderate view, 
although opposing most of the proposals, may 
have a better chance. 

At any rate, the South is going to play 
an important part in the coming Democratic 
National Convention and the election which 
will follow. Kefauver is in a key role. 
Whether the Southern delegations will fight 
a native contender for the nomin&tion is 
still to be answered. Here in Georgia, Gov- 
ernor Talmadge has said Kefauver is not 
the man. 

- The Tennessean announces he will con- 
tinue to support the foreign and domestic 
programs of the Democratic Party of the 
past 20 years. He has a wide following 
throughout the nation, with “Kefauver-for- 
President” clubs springing up every day. He 
is today the first and the strongest Demo- 
crat to indicate a desire te seek the nomi- 
nation.

New Cities 


For Old Ones 


William Zeckendorf, outstanding New 
York real estate developer, is in Atlantd 
today for a talk on city planning. Because . 
of the interest in the subject, we are reprinting, with the per- 
mission of The Atlantic Monthly, excerpts from an article by 
Mr. Zeckendorf which appeared recently in that publication. 


How can we keep cities that represent the toil and sweat and 
invested labor and invested capital of generations from becoming 


ghost towns? 
country .. 


It is wonderful to talk about going out into the 
. to build a perfect city on a plateau; I don’t say that it 


is easy, but I do say that it is much more of a challenge for some-' 
body to tell'you, “Here is a city in which there are $5,000,000,000 
or more invested. Try to save it from disintegration and economic 
blight, which cannot miss if you do not do something about the . 
core which you are permitting to rof; never mind doing something 
gaily and theoretically about the periphery.” 


We are all building these won- 
derful means of ingress to and 
egress from the central and ur- 
ban areas, which simply means 
that we are developing easier 
and easier means of escape. 
They are roads from, not to, be- 
cause people come to the town 
for reasons of necessity and 
leave it as fast as they can. 
That is the really greatest chal- 
lenge that we've got in this 
country. People speak of infla- 
tion, of economic and social 
waste and the fact that we are 
going to pass on to generations 
to come the errors of our ways 
through high debt, inflated mon- 
ey, dislocated economy. 


That is nothing compared with 
what is going on by attrition; 
attrition in the sense that the 
cities throughout the country are 
being permitted to die on the 
vine; cities that have been built 
and paid for, cities against which 
billions of dollars of municipal 
bonds have 
been levied in 
good faith 
and bought 
by citizens 
who have 
sérved their 
life’s labors 
to invest in 
these munici- 
pal securities 
and mortgage 
bonds, and 
indirectly 
through the life insurance 
companies which reinvest their 
savings to make these cities go. 
If this attrition continues, these 
savings are going to be wiped 
out. 


Inflation hase almost ne 
greater threat than the threat 
that has taken place in cities 
like Boston, one of the worst 
examples I know. Our firm 
is so concerned about Boston 
that it would not buy any real 
estate there. It is no joke. We 
believe that Boston, with its 
tax rate what it is and justi- 
fied because of the expense 
in comparison with the poten- . 
tial revenue, is going to ge 
broke. 


IT want to talk about the pos- 
sible cure. That is more im- 
portant. The cure, in my opin- 
ion, is really the greatest chal- 
lenge to the imagination, much 
more challenging than going out 
in a pasture and building a 
city, and much more satisfying 
from a constructive and a crea- 
tive standpoint than abandon-~ 
ing the core to eventual ruin— 
anybody can do that if given 
enough boondoggling subsidy.

Our most challenging project 
in Manhattan involved the land 
that is now called the United 
Nations zone. 


At the time that we first 
heard or thought of it, the prop- 
erty easterly from First Ave. 
from 42nd to 49th was called 
the slaughterhouse district of 
New York, and was occupied 
by the abattoirs of the Swift 
and Wilson companies. They 
had been there since the 1870s 
or 80s. Prior to that time it 
was a pesthole, and when it 
came to granting a privilege to 
slaughter cattle on Manhattan, 
it was decided that the best 
place for it was that pesthole 
area to the east. The slaughter- 


houses were built there then. 


But as time went on, the 
Grand Central zone came into 
concept, the subsurface rapid 
transit was developed and the 
Grand Central Station was con- 
ceived. That 42nd St. zone be- 
came probably the most inten- 
sive and the most interesting 
new development of any urban 
area in the United States. It 
was a great tribute to the plan- 
ning and the foresight of the 
people who recognized its pos- 
sibilities. 

But nobody did. anything 
about the slaughterhouses, They 
stayed there indefinitely. 


In the early part of 1946 
when a broker called up and 
said he wished to offer the 
slaughterhouses, I said, “Sit 
down.” Which he did. I said, 
“What do you want for them?” 


He said, “Swift and Wilson 
have agreed that they want $17 
a square foot, take one, take 
all. They have pooled their 
properties.” 

“Are you sure you can de- 
liver?” 

His reply was “Yes.” 

“What is the best price?” I 


» area that they want $17 per foot 


for, that has nothing to do with 
it. The only reason they are 
selling for $4 a foot or $5 a foot 
is because the slaughterhouses 
are here. If you can think in 
pro forma terms of X, the slaugh- 
terhouses, there is no excuse 
for the $5 land and there is no 
excuse for the $17 land. The’ 
whole thing is worth $50. Ac- 
tually, by eliminating the abom- 
ination, you can pull the whole 
thing up by its own bootstraps.” 


A very simple rule of real 
estate economies. It was s0 
centrally located, so beauti- 
fully located, with the site 
and size and dimensions of the 
property such that there were 
limitiess potentials. Regard- 
less of whether you could see 
them all the way through to 
the end at first view, you 
knew that they were there. 
“Therefore,” I said, “I advo- 
cate buying the property for 
$17 a foot.” Which we did. 


And it all happened the mo- 
ment we said, there are ne 
slaughterhouses. ‘Just say it. 
We wiped them out with a piece 
of rubber. Here is the new con- 
cept of this development—this 
Grand Central zone at the East 
River point. Seventeen dollars 
a foot was meaningless. So was 
anything else. When you have 
a plot that size, located that 
way in an urban area, the val- 
ues are almost infinite, limited 
only by your imagination, your 
courage, your ideas and your 
ability to excute them.

We had a concept for the de- 
velopment of what is now the 
United Nations. 

On Dec. 6, 1946, I read in the 
paper that the United Nations 


were going to Philadelphia be- 


cause they were unwilling to go 
to the Flushing Meadows that 
New York offered them, they 
were rejected in the Westches- 
ter-Greenwich area where they 
wished to go, and the Russians 
had said that no “first-class dip- 
lomat” would go to San Fran- 
cisco. 

I called the mayor that day 
and *he said, “What's yeur 
idea?” ’ 

I said, “I hereby alten you—” 
I said, “Do you want to keep 
those fellows in New York?” 

And he said, “Yes, I'd give 
anything to do that.” 

Well,” I said, “put this down. 
I'll offer you 17 acres of land 
on the East River from 42nd St. 
north at any price the United 
Nations wish to pay. That will 
be their new home.” 

Now, the important thing 
is the value of the visualization 
of a concept. Thanks to Life 
magazine, a 
few other 
magazines, 
and a lot of 
newspapers, a 
great deal of 
publicity was 
given to the 
design that 
we had for 
the redevel- 
opment of the 
area, so that 
when they brought around the 
Site committee of the United 
Nations, no two of whom spoke 
the same language—and they 
were all ready to build a Tower 
of Babel—they were shown 
first the property and then the 
visualization of the plan. 

They saw this development 
along the East River and they 
recognized that it could look like 
what they had always dreamed 
of for the United Nations. I am 
sure that if they had just been 
shown those red brick slaugh- 
terhouses with no concept, they 
never could have understood 
what we were talking about. 
But they did understand it be- 
cause they saw it in print. And 
within eight days, notwith- 
standing the 18 months of pre- 
vious searching, Mr. Rockefel- 
ler, who recognized its poten- 
tial, offered the money te buy 
it for the United Nations. The 
United Nations approved the 
site and eight days later it was 
a fait accompli.

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Carmichael Urges Truce 
For City, County Factions 


Calls for End to 


Petty Politics 


In Interest of Growth, Progress 


By BILL 


BORING 


James V. Carmichael, vice-president of Lockheed Air- 


craft Corp. and president of 


Scripto, Inc., Thursday night 


called for a truce between warring factions of the city and 


Fulton County governments. 

Carmichael listed a cessation of 
what he termed “petty politics” 
between the two governmental 
units as one of a number of things 
that must occur if metropolitan 
Atlanta is to realize the dynamic 
growth and progress destined 
for it. : 

“Atlanta is getting too big for 


her public officials to quibble over | 


little differences between them,” 
he said. “We must have unity if 
we are to meet the challenge of 
greatness and adequately provide 
for the certain onrush of people 
in the future.” 

The speaker, adtiressing the At- 
lanta Retail Merchants’ Associa- 
tion, said that the most reliable 
indexes point to a metropolitan 
Atlanta population of 1,500,000 by 
1970. 


LONG RANGE PLANNING 


If the leadership here is going 
to prepare the city for this growth, 
he said certain problems must be 
met, certain things must be done. 


In addition to stopping political | 


fighting, he said we must: 


(1) Do some long range, realis- 
tic planning—not on a basis of 
political expediency but on a basis 
of what’s best for the majority of 
the people. He called for a “‘mas- 
ter plan” and an organization of 
men with vision and courage to 
implement it. 


(2) We must clean up our slums 
and build tlecent places in which 
our people may live. 

In this connection Carmichael 
described our slum areas as places 
of “unbelievable squalor”’—worse 
than is found in the Indian reser- 
vations in the West—and he ap- 
pealed to private industry to wipe 
them out. 

“But if private enterprise won’t 
step in, government should,” he 
said. “We can’t have law and 
order and prosperity where such 
indescribable squalor exists. 


(4) “We must solve the eco- 
nomic aspects of our race ques- 
tion.”

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One Diet 
Should Be 
Your Last 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

Reducing diets are ever fash- 
fonable. And as with fashion, 
there are fads that come and go 
with the seasons. But the sole 
object of most if not all popular 
diets is to reduce weight. All 
too o , however, it’s an up- 
and-~down-the-scales plan — one 
that makes for perennial re- 
ducers. 

It seems to this dietitian that 
the aim of diets should be, not 
only to help the overweight lose 
pounds, but, more important, 
should enable the reducer te 
be healthy normal weight from 
the period of dieting on. 

To begin with, most over- 
weights regard a diet purely 
from the standpoint of what 
should be left out of the menu. 
True, rich pastries and excess 
fats and starches must be 
omitted to lessen total calories. 
But that’s only part of the story. 
From the long-range weight 
control angle, it is the protective 
foods that make keeping slim 
possible, The foods which fur- 
nish the essential nutrients must 
be provided daily. 

Since a_ scienjific reducing 
diet is highly protective, it need 
not be restricted to 9 days, 18 
days, or any set period of time. 
It can. be followed until normal 
weight is reached. Then habit 
enters the picture. By eating 
the protective foods to normalize 
weight you gradually come to 
prefer them. Once normal 
weight has been aehieved, the 
same pattern of eating can be 
continued, but more talories 
added so that weight will be 
held level from then on.
